On Becoming XXXII 


_ Thisweek the Times becomes XXXL. With the last issue, 
we ended 32 years of continuous publication in the City of 
Albany. 





When the first issue appeared in the fall of 1935, there was 
an editorial entitled “A Reaffirmation,” In it, the Times urged 
bus service between upper Solano and San Pablo Avenue, de- 
velopment of the waterfront, opening of Garfield Avenue with- 
out sacrificing other crossings, and lower taxes. 

The publishers promised to provide a “weekly paper de- 
voted to the City of Albany—tirst, last and always. The Times 
will wholeheartedly support any movement or organization 
which strives to boost Albany business firms-and urges its read- 
ers to support local merchants.” 

In the news columns, it was reported that businessmen on 
San Pablo Avenue had asked to increase parking time from 
one to two hours (the Times was against two hour parking).

Albany 
will receive $82,000 and El Cer- 
rito, $400,000, but the right of 
way in El Cerrito goes through 
commercial areas and is backed 
by apartments, 

“You'd have to jump a fence to 
get to the park in many cases,” 
he said, comparing Albany’s 
frontage of residences plus the 
Pre-School, Senior Citizen Cen- 
ter and the hospital.

in fact, believe that a broader 
tax base should be used to sup- 
port the educational cost now 
being carried solely by the Al- 
bany taxpayer. 

In the absence of any strong 
concern and involvement by 
those who reside in the Village, 
our City Council, and our Board 
of Education, should give serious 
thought toward making changes 
in its relationship between the 
City and the University Regents. 

There are many ways a tax- 
payer can protest to these ineq- 
uities, if action is not taken by 
the Regents, the Governor, or the 
Legislature. Let’s hope that a 
broader base for educational ex- 
penses can be developed before 
serious division develops between 
th community and the University.

"Dangerous Intersection’ -- Cleveland Off-Ramp 


SOUTHBOUND VEHICLES planning to come to Albany often 
run into trouble at this abrupt stop sign at the intersection of 
the freeway off-ramp and Cleveland Avenue. The curb at left 
is biack with tire marks indicating drivers were going too fast 
when they left the freeway. According to the California High- 
way Patrol, there have been 11 accidents at this intersection 
in the past year. Most recently, a car load of young men 
from San Pablo plowed through the ice plant at left and piled 





up near the railroad track (arrow). One died as a result. 
Police Chief Ralph Jensen said he complained about the 
intersection but was told it is better to have a right angle 
intersection than a sweeping curve. The sign on the freeway 
indicates a speed limit of 15 miles per hour, but the sign is 
small and there is no warning of a stop sign almost dead 
ahead—which is what almost certainly will happen to drivers 
if something isn’t done.
